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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art of record, Tatchell, reads on the 
claims as currently recited. More specifically, even though Tatchell alone does not read on the limitation of "...from a particular caller", 
Tatchell does read on the alternative limitation when read as "..a group of callers". Tatchell's system automatically sends a notificaton 
upon satisfaction of a particular event based on receipt of the second call from a group of callers within a predetemnined range of time. 
The 'group of callers' is broad enough to read on just two different callers. See Tatchell col.20 lines 25-54. Furthermore, Tatchell uses the 
term "calls" in col.20 line 25 which means his system notifies even after the first received call, which is *at least two telephone calls'. This 
interpretation allows the examiner to use Tatchell to read on the claims until further amendment is made. 

Regarding the 103 Swartz arguments, it is noted that Swartz and Tatchell both teach notifying a subscriber based on satisfaction of 
events in a user defined table and therefore further strenghtens examiner's 103 rejection and it's prima facie establishment along with the 
reasons previously cited in the office action.
